Some of you may be aware of the research 
done by federal agencies on many _ prob- 
lems confronting PCOs every day, but I 
doubt if more than a few realize the scope 
and thoroughness of insect and rodent con- 
trol tests conducted in laboratories of the 
Bureau of Entomology & Plant Quaran- 
tine, the Communicable Disease Center, and 
the Fish & Wildlife Service. 

Recently I visited experiment stations of 
these federal agencies in Atlanta, and Sa- 
vannah, Georgia, and in Orlando and Gaines- 
ville, Florida. I was, frankly, pleasantly 
surprised at the scientific manner’ with 
which extensive tests are conducted by high 
calibre, specially trained personnel. 

In Atlanta, the CDC maintains its head- 
quarters whose skilled personnel direct its 
insect and rodent control programs as well 
as provide training courses in nearly all 
phases of communicable disease control and 
prevention. 

In Savannah, there is the BEPQ Division 
of Stored Product Insect Investigations 
where trained technicians run each test four 
times to determine the best ways to control 
cereal and fabric insect damage to civilian 
and military finished products. The CDC 
has a beautiful lab here, too, where its field 
work on flies and rodents, and equipment 
development is carried on. 

Orlando has another BEPQ station where 
repellents are tested, as are new chemical 
formulations for flies, mosquitoes, lice and 
ticks. They’re working hard on the fly-re- 
sistant problem there. 

Jack Spencer’s Fish & Wildlife Service 
laboratory in Gainesville is attempting to 
develop effective anticoagulant rodenticide 
baits that are readily acceptable to rodents 
and yet discourage cereal pest infestation. 

Each of these divisions conduct a much 
more detailed research program than brief- 
ly mentioned here. In the past some have 
been quick to find fault with test re- 
sults announced by these government labora- 
tories. Such skeptics do not realize how 
many months, even years, of research are 
conducted before any such announcement 
can be made. 

The men who head this work, and those in 
the laboratory, have a high regard for pest 
control operators and are anxious to co- 
operate with our industry in order to take 
into consideration the special problems we 
face. We owe them a debt of gratitude for 
the excellent work they are doing.

extensive clean-up is involved, you 
may want an additional and sepa- 
rate fee for this, or you may pre- 
fer to make the investment your- 
self, depending on the circum- 
stances. Your bid letter will in- 
clude an outline of your service 
procedure, and will run something 
like that shown in the box above. 

Notice that your responsibility 
is what is emphasized. Your num- 
ber of visits, etc. is your means 
to this end, and is quite inciden- 
tal as far as your customer is con- 
cerned. He is buying freedom 
from insect and rodent pests, 
NOT two visits, or four visits, or 
day or night visits or man-hours 
of labor. This cannot be overem- 
phasized. If you have sold your 
customer on any other basis, you 
will have nothing but trouble with 
a capital T. 
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e If Your Price Is Out-of-Line 

Your own calculations as_ to 
service time involved will form the 
basis of your price. After you get 
the job, you may find that your 
price was too low. Should this 
happen, stick it out for one year 
—or for the term of your con- 
tract—and do the job. Then, with 
clean hands, you’ll be in a good 
position to ask for an increase, 
which will probably be granted. 
On the other hand, if you match 
your service to a_ too-low price 
and then ask for an increase, you 
can be certain that the increase 

and the contract—will be given 
to your competitor. Should you 
find that your price is out of line 
on the high side, you will be invit- 
ing competition and possible loss 
of the job unless you give your 
customer the benefit of a volun- 
tary reduction. 

Your own costs of doing a job 
will depend on the following: 

1. The requirement of the job. 

2. The ability of your PCO who is 
to do the job. 

3. Your own ability to “organize” 
the job. 

4. Your own ability to make the best 
possible use of the most appro- 
priate equipment. 

e Discuss Plans With 

Department Heads 

Where an_ extensive’ roach 
clean-up is necessary, it is most 
important to discuss your plans 
with all department 
housekeeping, nutrition, nursing 
and engineering. Bedside tables 
will have to be emptied. Same for 
kitchen cupboards and other fix- 
tures in main kitchen, pantries, 
etc. Same for lockers and linen 
closets. Ditto for surgical instru- 
ment cabinets. You cannot per- 
form your clean-up without the 
complete cooperation of the de- 
partment heads involved. This is 
a lot of work for them, so be sure 
to explain that their initial invest- 
ment in time and trouble will yield 
fat dividends in subsequent free- 
dom from roaches.

When spraying surgical instru- 
ment cabinets, follow the same 
procedure as when spraying ani- 
mal rooms with experimental mice.

@ Pointers On Equipment 


A word here about safet y-in- 
equipment. Leaky sprayers drip 
insecticides on _ floors, making 
them slippery. This invites acci- 
dents. Some sprayers have the 
hose attached to a_ soldered-in 
supply tube with a hose-clamp. I 
once had one of these slip off dur- 
ing a moth job in a hotel room; 
the resulting geyser of insecticide 
cost me the price of a new ceiling 
job. In a_ hospital ward, this 
might have been much more seri- 
ous. Sometimes, the soldered-in 
supply tubes break loose, with the 
same result. The best sprayers 
have a securely fastened fitting 
on the outlet part of the tank, 
and a screwed-in hose coupling of 
the precision type. Some sprayers 
have a flimsy type of pump- 
cylinder check valve. This kind is 
nothing more than a large rub- 
ber button having a barb-shaped 
portion. This inserts into a hole 
at the bottom of the pump cylin- 
der. The round part acts as a 
flapper, sealing the bottom of the 
pump-cylinder when there is pres- 
sure in the tank. None of the rub- 
bers, even Hycar, is permanent- 
ly resistant to all insecticides. 
Therefore, when the flapper soft- 
ens sufficiently, a vigorous down- 
stroke of the pump is enough to 
force it completely out. Then, 
the liquid in the tank, under pres- 
sure, rushes into the pump-cylin- 
der, pushing up the pump-rod 
with bullet-like speed and force. 
This happened to me while I was 
spraying a lawn, a few years ago. 
I was pumping the tank on the 
lawn, at the edge of a wooded 
area. Suddenly, the pump handle 
wrenched itself free of my grasp, 
like something alive. The handle 
shot upwards, narrowly missing 
my chin. The pump rod sheared 
off at the lower threaded end. 
Pump handle, with rod attached, 
sailed over the tops of the tallest 
trees — fully 100 ft. high—and 
landed somewhere in the woods.

This shouldn’t happen in a hospi- 
tal! It cannot happen where the 
pump-cylinder check valve is so 
constructed that the flapper is en- 
closed in a_ screw-on housing. 
Here, too, the rubber-faced flap- 
per may soften, but the worst that 
happens is a relatively slow seep- 
age of insecticide into the pump 
cylinder. This can be corrected 
on the spot by replacing the flap- 
per. 
e@ Be Ready For Emergency Calls 
With hospitals, emergency calls 
may come at any hour of day or 
night or week-ends. They 
should be serviced the same day.

Emergency - case patients 
with lice on their persons; an un- 
suspected fly-breeding area at the 
bottom of a dumbwaiter shaft, 
with larder beetles raising fami- 
lies, too: or a demand to inspect 
the morgue because of odor com- 
plaints—-you do this one without 
relish, only to find that the source 
poorly ventilated animal 
room.

e What To Do About Flies 


Where they are a problem, most 
hospitals will expect you to do 
something about flies. First, be 
sure there are on every 
window, and screen doors at every 
entrance and

exit. All screens 
must be in good condition. It is 
most important that your custo- 
mer understands that insecticides 
are an adjunct to, NOT a sub- 
stitute for screens. 

Second, you may find fly-breed- 
ing areas within the hospital it- 
self. Look into all dumbwaiter 
shafts, and under kitchen fix- 
tures; be sure to examine all gar- 
bage cans, including the garbage 
room or platform. 

Third, look into fly attracting 
areas. When flies are attracted in 
large numbers, some always man- 
age to find their way into the 
buildings. One of our customers 
had a large outside platform-type 
“holding” station for garbage. 
Flies swarmed here by the million. 
This hospital has just completed 
a refrigerated holding room for 
garbage at a cost of over $10,000. 
For space sprays, we use 5-lb. 
high-pressure aerosol dispensers 
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containing pyrethrum and piper- 
onyl butoxide. An _ additional 
charge is made when the hospital 
wants _ its personnel sup- 
plied with these dispensers. Other- 
wise, we include this in our regu- 
lar service, unless the case is an 
unusually severe one. 
e@ Where There Has 

Been Self-Service 

Your hospital “prospect” may 
have come to you in the first 
place because of poor results with 
his current PCO, or high costs, 
or both. The current PCO may be 
another contractor like yourself, 
or it may be self-service a la some 
porter. If it’s self-service, then 
you’ve got a really tough selling 
job on your hands no matter how 
miserable the results of their self- 
service —and it’s usually pretty 
miserable. In such cases, the re- 
sponsible hospital executive has 
convinced himself that his PCO 
labor costs are “negligible’”—be- 
cause they are actually well hid- 
den. The PCO-porter always does 
some other work, little 
(very little). Nevertheless, this 
hospital executive is sure to tell 
you that his labor cost is “next 
to nothing”. Just try to disprove 
this—expose the hidden labor cost 

-and watch what happens: Like 
slapping down a _ hornet’s nest 
when you’re in bathing trunks. 
Your emphasis will have to be on 
service. Even so, this official will 
regard your price as that much 
additional drain on his budget, 
despite the fact that his PCO-por- 
ter may be spending most of his 
time goldbricking his “bug job”. 
I actually know of one hospital 
where the PCO-porter divides his 
time as follows :— 


ownh

a) One-third on the job. 
b) One-third PCO-ing on the outside 
-here, he’s in business for himself. 


c) One-third holing-up in a _ remote 
corner of the hospital's basement 
where he plays gin-rummy (?) 
with his cronies. He's in business 
for himself here, too, and he seems 
to do all right. 


The hospital pays this porter 
about $225.00 per month, plus 
meals, plus pest control materials. 
I would be very pleased, indeed, 
to service this job for $100. per 
month. But the assistant director 
believes that this individual spends 
twenty percent of his time. PCO- 
ing, and the rest on other useful 
chores. 





matters worse, the 
particular department head for 
whom this man works hired him 
in the first place, and has con- 
tinued to “protect” him (and 
himself) ever since. Also, he is a 
licensed PCO and not stupid. So, 
with plenty of time on his hands, 
he is doing a reasonably good job 
of pest control at his hospital. 

From all of this, you may prop- 
erly infer that you are not likely 
ever to get such business on the 
basis of lower costs. I have sev- 
eral hospitals which formerly did 
their own work, but in every in- 
stance they were _ unbelievably 
overrun before I got their busi- 
ness. 
e@ importance Of Sanitation 

In conclusion, a word about 
general sanitation in the hospital. 
There was a_ time when dirty 
kitchens were none of our busi- 
ness. Today, however, your mod- 
ern hospital executive will look 
to you for periodic reports on 
such matters. Recently, I made a 
survey of a fairly large general 
hospital and noticed that house- 
keeping conditions in the kitchen 
and pantries were not up to the 
standard of housekeeping in the 
rest of the hospital. Shortly after 
getting the job, I called this mat- 
ter to the attention of the assist- 
ant director. He insisted on a 
complete, written report. This in- 
cluded a kitchen floor drain that 
obviously needed a clean-out a 
foul odor issued therefrom. He 
also told me that several weeks 
prior to my survey they had re- 
ceived a city department of health 
inspection, and the report wasn’t 
very glowing. The inspector asked 
whether the hospital had a_ pest 
control contractor. When an- 
swered in the affirmative, he 
wanted to know what was the mat- 
ter with the PCO? why hadn’t 
he reported these things?! I would 
like to emphasize that in this case 
our survey disclosed no important 
infestations of any kind. I suspect 
that the ex-PCO might still have 
this job had he been a bit more 
alert in the matter of general 
sanitation reports.

HE CONTROVERSY over the 

safety and efficiency of vapor- 
izing and fumigating devices for 
insecticides has continued — un- 
abated during the past year. 
Since the publication of the Com- 
mittee on Pesticides’ editorial’ and 
status report’ on the health haz- 
ards of insecticide  vaporizers, 
several major developments have 
occurred which reflect the widen- 
ing gap in opinion of the efficacy 
of this method of insect control. 
Briefly stated, the changes are 
as follows:

The October 22, 
1952 release of the Interdepart- 
mental Committee superceded and 
expanded earlier recommenda- 
tions’ for safe use of continuous 
vaporizers. In addition to repeat- 
ing the warning against home use 
of such devices or prolonged use 
in other environments, it recom- 
mended against the placement of 
vaporizers in rooms or areas 
where food is served, processed or 
stored unless it can be shown that 
contamination doesn’t occur. It 
should be noted that the burden 
of proof for demonstrating a 
lack of food contamination is put 
squarely on the shoulders of man- 
ufacturers and distributors of the 
devices. The latest release of this 
group also reiterated the maxi- 
mum dispensing rate of 1 gram 
per 15,000 cubic feet of 
per 24 hours but allowed a varia- 
tion of 25% in the dispensing rate 
per hour. Significantly, it made 
no recommendations about the 
construction of the devices other 
than to advise that they should 
be so built that output in excess 
of that recommended is impos- 
sible. Therefore, it is again the 
firm’s responsibility to prove its 
machine is so constructed that it 
will operate safely and efficiently 
within recommended limits.

These recommendations — will 
undoubtedly influence the think- 
ing of state and local health de- 
partments in their future ap- 
praisal of vaporizers. Already the 
California State Board of Public 
Health has gone on record as op- 
posing their use’. In a strongly 
worded resolution it recommended 
against the use of electric vapor- 
izers in closed spaces where peo- 
ple sleep, work, or where unpacked 
food is exposed. It based its con- 
clusions on the lack of various 
types of technical information 
needed to develop a sound pro- 
gram of regulation. The Board 
contends the only plausible course 
at present is to discourage insec- 
ticide vaporizers. In the same 
state, a Conference of Local 
Health Officers urged steps be

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taken to curtail the present un- 
controlled use of vaporizing de- 
vices. A considerable number of 
other states and municipalities 
have also adopted new regulations 
or invoked existing provisions of 
their food laws and sanitary codes 
to regulate the sales and use of 
thermal generating devices. It 
may be confidently expected that 
many of the remaining localities 
without restrictions on use will 
ultimately act in this area of in- 
secticide application. 


e@ Advertising and Promotional 
Practices 


At this point, we should take 
time to analyze the factors which 
have brought about this state of 
affairs. We can avoid the issue 
by attributing it to the unholy 
protective influence of health offi- 
cials for the welfare of the peo- 
ple or blaming it on the bureau- 
crats whose only thought is the 
passing of more laws. Unfortu- 
nately, this only provides the sat- 
isfaction which comes from hav- 
ing a scapegoat; it doesn’t get at 
the heart of the matter. 

Basically, the changed attitude 
towards vaporizers has _ been 
brought about by advertising ex- 
cesses and indulgence in unethical 
trade practices which reflect on 
the entire industry. It is one thing 
to be enthusiastic about a product 
when it is originally introduced 
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“TI wanted to call you sooner . 


. . It would have been less expensive!” 


and it is an entirely different mat- 
ter to continue blatant advertis 
ing of safeness, harmlessness, etc. 
in the face of cumulating evidence 
to the contrary. Most people sym- 
pathetic to the marketing prob- 
lems of industry realize that reas 
onable advertising puffery is to'- 
erable in promoting a product to 
the general public. However, mis- 
leading and patently dishonest 
advertising or promotion tech- 
niques to gain a temporary com- 
petitive advantage can only re- 
sult in loss of public confidence 
and stricter regulatory control. 
This we are seeing at the present 
time. 


Consumer resistance and pres- 
sure for more laws to regulate 
and even ban the sale of the de- 
vices is no longer a possibility, it 
is an actuality. It has precipi- 
tated a struggle within this in- 
dustry over how and what devices 
are to be marketed. Although, as 
a group, you may not want to 
become involved in this interne- 
cine warfare, you must take cog- 
nizance of certain facts: 

First, there is an organized ef- 
fort to pressure’ regulatory 
groups to modify or revoke pres: 
ent restrictions. 

Second, the cannabalistic tac- 
tics of certain promoters of the 
devices have and will increase in 
an effort to consolidate positions

@ New Applications and 

New Devices 

Attempts to by-pass, _ legiti- 
mately or otherwise, present re- 
strictions is the most dangerous 
of current trends. Proposals for 
substitute compounds run the 
whole gamut of the new insecti- 
cides, including those of recog- 
nized high toxicity. Application 
devices are equally diversified in 
their design and functional haz- 
ards. They include impregnated 
paper strips and blotters, treat- 
ed flammable cords, recessed and 
perforated insecticide dispensing 
light bulbs, tins of pyrotechnic 
fumigant powders and various 
types of vaporizing equipment 
which were specifically designed 
for this purpose or modified from 
other uses. The dispersing agents 
are being combined with deodoriz- 
ers, disinfectants as well as other 
insecticides of varying grades of 
purity. While their use from a 
scientific standpoint is question- 
able the legal justification is less 
so. The use of non-recommended 
insecticides alone or in combina- 
tion with those accepted for va- 
porizing use is a flagrant disre- 
gard of the public health and the 
laws which protect it. The pro- 
motion of such compounds for 
home and commercial use should 
be condemned in practice and in 
print by every person and organi- 
zation with a direct 
this field. 


e Conclusion 


interest in 


The majority of medical and 
regulatory opinion of the value 
of the vaporizing principle for 
dispersing insecticides leans 
neither towards complete endorse- 
ment nor outright prohibition. A 
philosophy is gradually develop- 
ing among these groups which is 
based on the premise that neces- 
sity for use is one of the princi- 
pal determining factors for the 
continued acceptance of this tech- 
nique or any other of agent or 
practice used in pest control. 
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As a guiding principle on which 
to make sound decisions, necessity 
for use must take into considera- 
tion the benefits and risks of the 
chemical or practice. The balance 
which is struck between these two 
forces then determines the degree 
of acceptance. For example 
where plague runs rampant pub- 
lic health officers have allowed 
1080 to be used much more freely 
than even its most ardent advo- 
cates would recommend in areas 
where this disease is not a prob- 
lem. By the same token, certain 
of the more toxic agricultural in- 
secticides have been used abroad 
against emergency insect 
sions even when it was known that 
the most rudimentary 
for the protection of the applica- 


inva- 


controls 


tor could not be enforced. The 
necessity to preserve the food 
supply to prevent an impending 
famine and the lack of available 
safer compounds justified — the 
risks in this instance. 
Fortunately, we seldom have 


comparable vital decisions — to 
make in this country. In _ the 
United States, the balance be- 
tween benefit and risk 
more delicate. It is not always 
easy to apply this standard of 
measurement to vaporizing and 
fumigating devices. All the facts 
for a final decision are not yet 
available but enough are at hand 
to allow you to make sound deci- 
sions as they relate to your busi- 
ness and your industry.

Resistance and Stored Grain Problems Featured 
In North Central States Entomologists Meeting 


By DR. HOWARD O. DEAY 
Department of Entomology, Purdue University 


Two symposiums of particular 
interest to PCOs were held during 
the eighth annual conference of 
the North Central States Branch, 
Entomological Society of America, 
meeting in Hotel Statler, St. 
Louis, Missouri, Mareh 19 and 20. 
Over 325 entomologists, many of 
whom were PCOs, registered. 

Section meetings on insect resis 
tance to chemicals and another 
on stored products and household 
pests proved of major interest to 
structural operators. 


e Symposium On Insect 

Resistance 

This symposium was concerned 
with resistance to chemicals in 
house flies, mosquitoes, plant- 
feeding pests, and household and 
industrial pests. 

Dr. W. N. Bruce of the Illinois 
Natural History Survey stated 
that strains of house flies resis- 
tant to chemicals had evolved in 
house fly populations, as in other 
insects, as a result of the fly at- 
tempting to adjust itself to its 
environment. Field surveys in 
Illinois indicate that resistance 
among houseflies to DDT, Metho- 
xychlor, and Lindane is becoming 
stabilized. That is, surveys of 
field populations in sueecessive 
years up through 1950 have shown 
a successive increase in the per 
cent of resistant flies, but in 1951 
and 1952 the per cent of resistant 


flies was about the same as in 
1950. About 47.5 per cent of the 
flies in 1952 were resistant to 
DDT, about 48 per cent resistant 
to lindane, and all of the flies 
taken were somewhat resistant to 
methoxychlor. The laboratory 
work being carried on by the Tlli- 
nois Natural History Survey is 
mostly concerned with the meta- 
bolism of DDT by the house fly. 
From the work to date, it appears 
that at least two or three enzymes 
are involved. As yet Dr. Bruce 
has been unable to find the end 
product of methabolized DDT. 

In his discussion of resistance 
in mosquitoes to insecticides, Dr. 
Wm. R. Horsfall of the Depart- 
ment of Entomology of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois pointed out thai 
since adult mosquitoes have no 
definitive natural environment, it 
is difficult to ascertain the part 
that fogging for the control of 
adult mosquitoes and the residual 
deposits of insecticides applied to 
agricultural crops have on the 
selection of resistant strains. How- 
ever, reports from the literature 
show chemicals applied as residual 
deposits in adult niches have 
caused Culex tarsalis and C. pi- 
piens to become somewhat resis- 
tant to Yakima Valley, Wash.

insecticides change the environ- 
ment in which mosquitoes breed 
and the result is the selection of 
resistant strains. It has been 
found that resistance shows up 
most in those species of mosqui- 
toes whose larvae breed below the 
surface. There are reports in the 
literature of resistant strains of 
larvae having been selected in 
California, Florida, TVA, Greece, 
and Italy. Among the insecticides 
to which mosquito larvae have de- 
veloped resistance are: DDT, 
toxaphene, aldrin, lindane, and 
BHC. 

Dr. Raloh Heal, technical diree- 
tor of the National Pest Control 
Association, reported on resis- 
tance in household and industrial 
pests. He stated that in the world 
literature there were reports that 
the bed bug, the body louse, the 
human flea, and eat and dog fleas 
had developed resistance to insec- 
ticides. In the past year it has 
been definitely proven that the 
German cockroach in Corpus 
Christi, Texas has developed a 
high resistanee to chlordane, and 
that these roaches are 10-12 times 
as hard to kill with lindane and 
5-6 times as hard to kill with DDT 
as were laboratory cockroaches. 
These particular roaches showed 
no resistance to pyrethrins. Al- 
though resistance has not been 
proved for German cockroaches 
in other cities, there are reports 
that resistance may be developing 
in New Orleans, Kansas City, and 
Columbus and Springfield, Ohio. 
Doctor Heal further stated that 
there have been many reports 
during the past vear that it has 
been increasingly difficult to con- 
trol bedbugs with DDT, but that, 
as vet, there is no definite proof 
of resistance. There have also 
been seattered reports that silver- 
fish are developing resistance. 


e@ Section On Stored Products 

And Household Pests 

In this section, H. H. Walkden, 
of the Bureau of Entomology & 
Plant Quarantine, discussed pyre- 
thrum combinations as protectants 
for stored grain. Professor D. A. 
Wilbur of Kansas State, who was 
chairman of the section, discussed 
treatments before and after grain 
is put in the bin on the farm. He 
stressed the importance of having 
tight bins which are located well 
away from feed bins. 

In his paper on ‘‘ Value of Fumi- 
gants in Contrast to Residual In- 
secticides’’, J. C. Frankenfield of 
the B. E. P. Q. pointed out that 





DDT and lindane treatments of 
empty bins are adjuvants of fumi- 
gants, and that these two mater- 
ials should never be mixed with 
the grain. He said that the only 
residual material that can be 
mixed safely with stored grain 
are mixtures containing pyre- 
thrins. These mixtures can be 
applied as dusts, liquids, or as fogs 
or aerosols. The fog or aerosol 
must be drawn in through the 
erain to be effective. The liquids 
and dusts are applied to the grain 
as it is put in the bin. 


Frankenfield summarized the 
advantages and disadvantages of 
fumigants and residuals in con- 
trolling stored grain pests. The 
advantages of fumigants are: (1) 
kill all stages of insects present ; 
(2) proper methods of applying 
known; (3) proper dosages 
known; (4) are rapid in action; 
(5) leave no objectionable resi- 
dues; and (6) they are cheaper 
than residuals. The disadvantages 
of fumigants are: (1) all are poi- 
sonous to man; (2) thev are cor- 
rectives rather than preventives ; 
(3) have no residual value; and 
(4) storage bin must be tight. The 
advantages of residual  insecti- 
cides are: (1) they protect grain 
over a long period (six months or 
more); (2) safe to apply; and (3) 
can be used in bins unsatisfactory 
for fumigants. The disadvantages 
of residuals are: (1) high cost, at 
present twice as much as for one 
fumigation; (2) practical at pre- 
sent to treat only freshly har- 
vested grain; (3) does not kill 
hidden infestations; and (4) not 
practical for commercial storage. 
In conelusion Frankenfield stated 
residual insecticides containing 
pyrethrins are satisfactory for 
tréating freshly harvested, unin- 
fested grain, for corn in storage, 
and grain in transit. 


Norman Dennis of Manhattan, 
Kansas reported on several liquid 
organic fumigants which he had 
tested in the laboratory against 
the confused flour beetle and the 
rice weevil. Among them were 
trichoromethyl thiocyanate, oil of 
mustard, ethyl acetate, ethyl for- 
mate, and methyl formate. In 
general these proved more toxie 
to the rice weevil than to the con- 
fused flour beetle. 

Dr. Harold Gunderson, exten- 
sion entomologist of Iowa, in dis- 
cussing the subject ‘‘A Household 
Insect Program’’ said that the 
household inseets were such a di-

5. Uphold sanitary regulations 
established by local, state and fed- 
eral agencies;

Servicemen 
should develop the customer’s con- 
fidence by being friendly and effi- 
cient to the greatest possible ex- 
tent. In many instances, a brief 
explanation of the situation is 
worth a great deal more than use- 
less time spent in unnecessary ap- 
plication of chemicals which the 
customer thinks is necessary. 
Servicemen represent the com- 
pany on the job. To make the best 
impression, they should be neat- 
ly dressed and have a pleasing 
personality. 

When a cancellation is made, 
an office representative should 
call to find out just why it hap- 
pened. In some instances, a justi- 
fiable price reduction may save 
an account. 

Customers who move to another 
location shouldn’t leave your 
service behind them. Follow up on 
all business establishments which 
change location, or which an- 
nounce new openings with signs 
saying “Under New Manage- 
ment”, “Opening Soon”, etc. 

These maxims are given to 
managers of a large pest control 
firm, but off-hand we’d say most 
of them are worth following 
whether you hire 100 men or just 
one.

ONTROL of lawn insects has 

been found by many pest con- 
trol operators to offer a new and 
profitable source of revenue, and 
there is now an increasing demand 
for PCO service in lawn treat- 
ment. 

Lawns are subject to infesta- 
tion by a variety of insects.

To insure proper treatment, 
apply the insecticide to the lawn 
itself, wash it thoroughly into the 
soil, and then make an additional 
application to take care of sur- 
face insects. ‘Treat areas along 
fences, foundations of the house, 
around refuse piles, trash, or 
compost heaps to get rid of ear- 
wigs and chiggers. To be sure of 
chigger control treat also all 
thick vegetation, high grasses, 
weeds, and flowers. For added 
protection against ants you may 
effect spot control by applying 
spray or powder directly to their 
hills and washing it into the 
ground with additional water. 

e@ Moles Leave When Grubs Die 

Many operators report there is 
a secondary control of moles in 
cases where lawns were treated to 
eliminate white grubs.

They left, however, 
when their food supply was cut 
off. 

Chlordane will remain effective 
in the soil for a considerable pe- 
riod after application.

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Atlanta Members of Georgia Pest Control Association, 
BBB and Chamber of Commerce Sponsor Page Termite Warning 


Publie confusion resulting from 
forceful claims made by some ter- 
mite operators has caused mem- 
bers of the Georgia Pest Control 
Association to ban together with 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
and the Atlanta Better Business 
Bureau to sponsor a full-page ad- 
vertisement in The Atlanta Jour- 
nal and Constitution on Sunday, 
March 22, to call attention to the 
‘*Facts About Termite Control.’’ 

An earlier advertisement by a 
local TO probably touched-off 
this action by other operators and 
public-protection bureaus. In it, 
the operator offered to control 
termites in any home, regardless 
of size, for a uniform charge. 

‘‘Whether You Buy Shoes or 
Service—-You Get What You Pay 
For’’ the Georgia PCA, BBB and 
Chamber of Commerce ad advises. 
Continuing in bold type, it says, 
‘Don’t Be Misled! Read These 
Facts About Termite Control”’ 
and then goes on in ten para- 
graphs to give a frank statement 
of what the public should expect 
of reputable operators. A full re- 
production of this advertisement 
appears on page 34 of this isue. 

One industry spokesman said 
he didn’t see how anyone could 
set one fee for all termite jobs un- 
less the operator figured to take 
a loss on some jobs, a loss that 
could be absorbed on others. 

Regardless of the outcome in 
this Atlanta case, such high-pres- 
sure promotion by a few TOs em- 
phasizes the need to establish a 
common understanding and rigid 
code of ethics among competitors 
which would eliminate such state- 
ments as ‘‘if you pay more, you 
are throwing money away’’ which 
appeared in one TO’s ad recently 
run in an Atlanta paper. 
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Several years ago the Kansas 
Termite and Pest Control Associa- 
tion, Ine. was faced with a similar 
need. It took constructive action 
which eventually cleaned up the 
industry and made for better un- 
derstanding between operators, 
universities, real estate men, and 
government bureaus. Pest Con- 
trol will begin publishing in the 
Termites section details of the 
Kansas program as soon as its re- 
search department completes 
gathering of all the information. 

Questionable termite operations 
are not confined to the state of 
Georgia or the city of Atlanta. Re- 
ports of such activity have come 
from Illinois, Virginia, California, 
Maryland, District of Columbia, 
and Florida. 

The National Pest Control As- 
sociation advises prospective pur- 
chasers of termite control to take 
six precautions. 

1. Inquire about the type of “prin-

cipal office’ and/or warehouse that 
exists because long term guarantees 
should be backed-up by adequate 
equipment and supplies. Check bank 
reference, the Chamber of Com- 
merce or civic organizations in the 
“principal office” city, and ask for 
epecific references of jobs satisfac- 
torily done. 

2. Beware of impressive looking 
contract or agreement forms that 
include phraseology making the pur- 
chaser of a termite job the judge of 
whether or not the job has been done 
properly. Read all agreements care- 
fully. Many smaller communities 
seem to be victims of “door to door” 
solicitation. County Agents might 
well be contacted if there appears 
to be suspicious and high pressure 
offers to make termite inspections. 

3. Be sure you have knowledge of 
other jobs done locally and take 
time to investigate them even though 
names are given. 

4. Obtain a couple estimates, sub- 
mitted by reputable termite com- 
panies, on any contemplated termite 
job. 

5. Remember: verbal promises by 
salesmen are difficult to enforce. 

6. Before you Invest, please Inves-

Specifications For 
Termite-Proofing Buildings To Be 
Constructed On Concrete Slabs 


Buildings constructed on con- 
crete slabs, especially with radiant 
heating systems, are particularly 
subject to attack by subterranean 
termites; once the building is in- 
fested, control is difficult. There 
is an opportunity and a new field 
for termite control operators to 
protect such buildings from ter- 
mites by treating and termite- 
proofing them before the build- 
ings are completed. Often such 
buildings are constructed = on 
cleared woodland by contractors 
who erect a large number of strue- 
tures on such sites. 


1. Sanitation and Drainage: 
Kither the termite control oper- 
ator or the contractor should re- 
move all wood or cellulose mater- 
ial (stumps, logs, building debris) 
from the site before construction; 
prevent the burial or leaving of 
any form boards, grading stakes 
or ‘cellulose debris. Good drain- 
age is essential to keep the soil as 
dry as possible. 

2. Chemical Barrier or Soil Poi- 
soning: The soil where the con- 
crete slab is to be laid must be 
poisoned. A 10% water solution 
of sodium arsenite or a toxie wat- 
er emulsion should be used that 
will not damage the paper water- 
proofing or creep through the slab. 
A 5% emulsion of DDT or 0.8% 
gamma isomer emulsion of ben- 
zene hexachloride are effective. 
Poisons should not be used where 
there is danger to walls. At least 
one quart should be used _ per 
square foot of soil surface and be 
distributed within 30 inches of the 
gerade level. 


3. Structure Modifications: 

Certain structural precautions 
should be taken by the contractor 
to ‘“‘build out” termites. Seal the 
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joints between foundation walls 
and flooring with coal tar pitch, 
also use a coal tar pitch seal where 
there are expansion joints in the 
slab and especially where inside 
furred partitions are to be built 
over such joints. Also seal all 
joints where vertical piping comes 
through the conerete slab. Wood- 
en grading stakes should be re- 
moved before the slab is finished 
as well as all form boards. 

4. Inspection: After the build- 
ing has been completed, annual 
inspections should be made under 


special contract drawn up by the 
termite control operator.

Don’t Overlook The Powder 
Post Beetle Menace 


Part Two 


Last month, the lLyctidae and Anobiidae 
groups of powder post beetles were discussed 
and there were comparative pictures of their 
pellets. Below, the third group, Bostrichi- 
dae, is covered and control measures are 


@ Bostrichidae 
Adult 
false powder-post beetles, are 
usually considerably larger than 
either Lyctidae or Anobiidae, 
measuring up to 20 mm. (4/5”) in 
body length. Their body is also 
rounder than those of other 
groups. Color varies from brown 
to black according to species. 
Adult females frequently tunnel 
into the wood to lay their eggs. 
Larvae bore with the grain or ir- 
regularly through the wood, leav- 
ing behind a coarse powder frass 
which is cemented into a compact 
mass and will not readily shake 
loose like the dust of true pow- 
der-post beetles, or the pellets of 
death-watch or furniture beetles. 
Most species of this group are pri- 
marily pests of furniture, hard- 
wood moldings and _ ply-wood 
panels. But one species, the lead- 
cable or short-cireuit borer has 
gained a reputation for boring 
through the sheathing on aerial 
telephone cables. The damage 
caused may not be discovered un- 
til a rainy summer day when the 
water slips through tiny 
gence holes and 
cireuit. 
@ Control 
Heat Treatment: When it can be 
used safely, heat treatment is an 
excellent way to eliminate beetles 
from smaller wooden articles such 
as chairs, tables, beds, ete. In 
heat treatment, temperature of 
the inner wood must be brought 
to 131° F. This ean be done in 
inch thick wood in about three- 
quarters of an hour at 175-180°F. 
Fumigation: This is another 
good method of control, for either 
individual wooden articles. or 
large scale operations. 
recommended are either’ three 
pounds of methyl bromide per 
1,000 cubie feet for 24 hours, or 
hydrocyanie gas at one pound per 
thousand ecubie feet for 12 hours. 
Painting: For a small scale in- 
festation in a limited area of 
hardwood flooring, application of 
suitable liquids ean do the job. 
Application can be made with a 
brush or by injecting a syringe 
into emergence holes. One mix-

should be left on the floor at least

after treatment serves two pur- 
poses. First, it improves the ap- 
pearance of the floor. Second, 
closing the old holes enables the 
PCO to quickly detect any new 
emergence holes upon re-inspec- 
tion.

Locate Slab Heat 
Pipes With Isotopes? 


Here is a_ suggestion from 
reader Paul A. Breck, Terminix 
of Northern Calif., Salinas, 
which might help termite op- 
erators save themselves costly 
repair bills when drilling con- 
crete floors containing radiant 
heating pipes: 

“The big trouble in finding 
radiant heat pipes in concrete 
floors is that metal or ‘mine’ 
detectors also bounce their 
radio waves off steel reinforc- 
ing bars laid in the concrete. A 
story in Business Week maga- 
zine (October 25, 1952) men- 
tions use of radio active iso- 
topes to find leaks in pipes. It 
works like this: Minute quan- 
tities of radio active iodine are 
placed in the pipe. This iodine 
is then traced by a Geiger coun- 
ter as it flows through the pipe. 
The point at which the great- 
est number of clicks are heard 
is where the greatest concen- 
tration of water is deviating 
from the normal line of pipe— 
presto, the leak! Why can’t 
radio-active iodine be injected 
into sealed radiant heating 
tubes, allowing the termite op- 
erator, equipped with a Geiger 
counter, to trace the path of the 
pipes on the flooring, with per- 
haps a piece of chalk? As yet 
I have been unable to run a 
test on this tracing method, 
but am passing it along in case 
other termite operators would 
like to give it a try.” 











beetles from using the holes to lay 
eggs. 

It should be noted that many 
painting solutions, including the 
one given above, destroy the wax 
surface of the floor, and surfaces 
must be re-waxed after treated 
areas have dried. Use of kero- 
sene, eresote or orthodichloroben- 
zene as ‘‘painting’’ compounds 
has been suggested, but serious 
objections have been raised to 
these materials, since they may 
cause bad odors and stains.

TERMITE CONTROL 





There are companies which offer the public an honest 
and competent program of termite control. There 
are others offering treatments which are worthless or, 
at best, of temporary value. Some such operators 
may make a sincere effort to be of service but lack 
the training, experience and equipment with which 
to do a lasting job. Others are outright swindlers, 
hoodwinking purchasers by misrepresentation and 
fraud. 

Most of these self-styled “experts” have little to offer 
except superficial mechanical barriers or spray or 
“spot” chemical treatments which are only tempo- 
rarily effective, at best. Some of them have brazenly 
claimed to be using a “Government formula,” that 
would “positively exterminate” termites. The Bureau 
of Entomology of the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
states definitely that “there is no such thing as a 
Government formula,” and that they have never pub- 
lished any formula for which complete extermina- 
tion of termites was claimed. 


Reports have also been received of termite control 
“quacks” who have secured business by representing 
that termites were attacking buildings in which no 
termites existed 

Thorough and effective treatments call for the em- 
ployment of honest and skilled workmen, the use of 
adequate equipment. the application of toxic chemi- 
cals and, often, the purchase and installation of struc- 
tural materials and the employment of additional 
labor. Such service cannot be furnished cheaply. 
Unscrupulous operators sometimes persuade owners 
to give them jobs by saying they will “get the same 
results” at a much lower price. But after their work 
is completed the results are found unsatisfactory. The 
building owner has paid out a fee for nothing of real 
value. However, that is not his principal loss. The 
termites which he believes have been eliminated are 
continuing their destructive work in his building, 
piling up another repair bill. 

Termite control operators often guarantee their work. 
The guaranty may be entirely legitimate or it may 
be wholly worthless, or it may be fraudulent. The 
determining factor is the strength lying behind that 
guaranty. 


A swindler may use a guaranty as an effective selling 
point. But when the failure of his work becomes ap- 
parent and the owner looks to him to make good he 
has disappeared. His guaranty is as worthless as his 
treatment. 

Another operator, honest but lacking essential train- 
ing, equipment or financial strength, may be forced 
to abandon the business when called upon to make 
good his guaranty. 

Whether or not a particular treatment has been suc- 
cessful may not be apparent for several years. No 
operator can truthfully guarantee that the initial treat- 
ment will definitely stop further damage by termites. 
It is accordingly important to know just what the 
guaranty provides in respect to reinspections and 
additional treatments when necessary. If such service 
is guaranteed, the contract should definitely state the 
period of years covered and whether or not any 
needed service will be rendered without additional 
charge. 

Where a guaranty promises subsequent valuable serv- 
ices without additional cost, the anticipated cost to 
the operator of these services must obviously be in- 
cluded in the original contract price. Many operators, 
therefore, believe that it is more desirable from the 
standpoint of both themselves and their clients to 
offer a re-inspection and re-treating contract in place 
of a guaranty. Such contracts provide that the opera- 
tor shall perform such specified future service as it is 
anticipated will be necessary on an annual basis. The 
client agrees to pay a specified annual fee for these 
services as long as they are utilized. The intention 
of such contracts is to permit the property owner to 
pay for service as received and for as long as is neces- 
sary rather than pay for services over a specified pe- 
riod in advance. 

The value of any guaranty or contract will depend 
upon the honesty, financial resources and ability of 
the overator. If it is established that the operator is 
of good reputation and adequate means, the property 
owner may be reasonably assured of receiving ade- 
quate protection. The owner should satisfy himself 
on these points in advance of entering into a contract. 
As is true of all financial transactions, observe this 
precaution:

Spraying: Application of chem- 


icals to hardwood floors prevents 
the finish from being ‘‘roughed 
up” by direct brushing. The 
spraying nozzle should be held 
about 3” from the surface being 
treated. Operators should start 
in a corner or side of a room 
away from the door and work 
towards it, so they will not have to 
walk on treated areas. In gen- 
eral, 24 to 48 hours should be al- 
lowed before anyone is allowed 
on the surface. 5% by weight 
pentachlorophenol in a petroleum 
solvent has been recommended 
for such spraying operations. Ap- 
plication should be made so sur- 
faces are adequately wet, but too 
heavy a dosage will cause the sol- 
vent to puddle or ‘‘lake’’ on the 
floor. With the use of any oil- 
solvent, always take = ade- 
quate precautions for fire haz- 
ard. 


base 


Prevention: This is probably 
the most difficult, yet the surest 
way to eliminate wood-destroy- 
ing beetles. Proper methods of 
sanitation and handling in yards 
and warehouses will do much to 
prevent infestation. Since = sap- 
wood is generally preferred by 
these beetles, use of heartwood in 
construction should be encour- 
aged. Freshly cut lumber should 
not be stored near lumber which 
has remained for many years in 
the same _ place. Valuable ma- 
terials may be treated with boiled 
linseed oil. Sapwood portions of 
furniture and cabinets should be 
varnished or waxed to prevent 
oviposition by female _ beetles. 
Kiln drying at 180° F. or steam 
treating for 1% hours at 130° F. 
will destroy any insect already in 
the wood.

verse group that it was impossible 
to formulate a single control pro- 
gram that would apply to all of 
them. He groups the household 
insects into the following cate- 
wories : 

(1) those attacking man and 
pests; (2) those attacking clothes 
and other fabrics; (3) those at- 
tacking food; (4) those attacking 
structures; and (5) those which 
are annoying, but not harmful. 
In the matter of controls Dr. Gun- 
derson said that he sometimes re- 
commends home remedies and at 
other times advises that the home 
owner consult a PCO, especially 
when the inquiries are about 
structural pests. 

A very interesting and _ infor- 
mative paper on ‘‘Types of Aero- 
sols and their Uses’’ was present- 
ed by Dr. Robert Fulton of the 
B. E. P. Q. Beltsville Laboratory. 
Ile mentioned there were many 
substances besides insecticides 
marketed in aerosol bombs. There 


1952. As for the liquified-gas in- 
secticide aerosol bomb, he said 
they were designed to be used as 
space sprays and that by defini- 
tion 80 per cent of the particles 
must be less than 30 microns in 
diameter and no particles can be 
over 50 microns in diameter. Aero- 
sol bombs are still being used as 
space sprays for adult flies and 
mosquitoes, but the big trend since 
the war has been their use in 
greenhouses. Over 90 per cent 
of the greenhouse acreages are 
now being treated with aerosols. 
The main reason for this is that 
this method of application elimi- 
nates much of the plant injury. 
He gave the following table of the 
different types of liquid appli- 
cation based on particle size:
